GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA 

The  health  services  existing  prior  to  the  coming  into  force 
of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  on  5th  Jufy  1948, 
are  in  the  main  unchanged  apart  from  alterations  in  the 
authorities  administering  them. 
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(a)  Laboratory  Facilities 

The  following  laboratory  facilities  are  available  to  this 
Authority  and  to  General  Practitioners  in  the  Area  : —

Public  Analyst,  S.  Greenburgh,  Ph.D.,  B.Sc.,  F.I.C., 
Tenison  Road,  Cambridge.  Tel.  :  Cambridge  2097. 

( b )  Ambulance  Services 

(i)  On  5th  July  1948,  in  accordance  with  the  provi¬ 
sion  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  a 
County  Ambulance  Service  was  set  up.  This 
service  is  operated  in  conjunction  with  the  County 
Fire  Service  and  centred  on  Huntingdon.  Ambu¬ 
lances  are  available  on  doctors’  orders.  Tel.  : 
Huntingdon  67. 

(ii)  St.  John’s  Ambulance  Association  have  available 
an  ambulance  in  St.  Ives.  The  Association  co¬ 
operates  with  the  County  Ambulance  Service.  This 
ambulance  is  available  direct  in  emergency.  Tel.  : 
St.  Ives  2105.  (day),  and  2282  (night). 

(iii)  An  ambulance  stationed  at  Huntingdon  Isolation 
Hospital  is  available  for  cases  of  infectious  disease. 
Tel.  :  Huntingdon  59. 

(c)  Home  Nursing 

The  administration  of  the  Home  Nursing  Services  of  the 
District  following  5th  July  1948,  ceases  to  be  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  the  County  and  District  Nursing  Associations  and 
now  comes  under  the  Huntingdon  County  Council  Health 
Department. 

Six  nurse-midwives  carry  out  Home  Nursing  and  attend 
maternity  cases  in  the  District.

attends  cases  in  Warboys,  Wistow,  and

St.  Ives  3119)  attends  cases  in  the  Hemingfords, 
Fenstanton,  and  Hilton. 

(iv)  A  nurse  residing  in  Earith  (Tel.  :  Earith  226) 
attends  cases  in  Earith,  Bluntisham,  Colne,  and 
Holywell-cum-Needingworth. 

(v)  A  nurse  residing  at  Wyton  Aerodrome  attends 
cases  in  Wyton  Aerodrome,  Woodhurst,  Oldhurst, 
and  Up  wood. 

(vi)  A  nurse  residing  in  St.  Ives  (Teh  :  St.  Ives  2228) 
attends  cases  in  Houghton,  and  Wyton  Village.

Fever.-— -Huntingdon  Isolation  Hospital  provides  facilities 
for  the  investigation  and  treatment  of  infectious  diseases. 

General  Hospital  Services  are  provided  by  the  County 
Hospital,  Huntingdon,  and  Addenbrooke’s  Hospital,  Cam¬ 
bridge. 

Maternity  Cases  can  be  admitted  to  Paxton  Park  Mater¬ 
nity  Home,  St.  Neots.  Admissions  are  arranged  through  the 
County  Medical  Officer. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 

1  (1)  Water.— Twelve  parishes  in  the  area  continued 

to  be  supplied  by  the  Ramsey  and  St.  Ives  and  the  Chester¬ 
ton  and  St.  Ives  Joint  Water  Boards.  The  water  is  chlori¬ 
nated  and  83  samples  were  taken  from  various  points  in  the 
supply  during  the  year.  Of  these  one  was  considered  to  be 
unsatisfactory,  but  subsequent  samples,  taken  after  flushing 
the  mains  at  this  point,  gave  satisfactory  results , 

The  scheme  for  Hilton,  Hemingford  Abbots,  Hemingford 
Grey,  and  Houghton  and  Wyton  was  commenced,  but  had 
not  been  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year.  These  parishes 
therefore  continued  to  rely  on  shallow7  wells  in  the  river 
gravels  for  both  domestic  and  industrial  supplies.  When 
this  scheme  is  completed  every  parish  in  the  district  will  have 
a  piped  supply. 

Schemes  for  the  extension  of  the  mains  to  isolated  houses 
and  the  Fen  areas  of  Pidley,  Somersham,  and  Warboys,  have 
been  considered  by  the  Council,  but,  as  previously  reported, 
the  Council  would  be  in  a  better  position  to  assess  the 
economic  and  financial  aspects  of  such  schemes  if  the  amount 
of  grant,  if  any,  they  were  to  receive  under  the  Rural  Water 
Supplies  and  Sewage  Act,  1944,  was  known  before 
preliminary  expenses  had  been  incurred.

1  (2)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  Council’s  Con¬ 

sulting  Engineers  completed  their  preliminary  report  on 
schemes  of  sewerage  and  sewrage  disposal  in  all  parishes  of 
the  Rural  District  and  it  was  considered  in  November  1948. 
The  Council  approved  the  report  in  principle  and  decided 
to  classify  the  parochial  schemes  in  the  following  order  of 
priority  : —

The  total  estimated  cost  of  the  schemes  amounted  to 
£490,098,  and  application  has  been  made  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  for  approval  to  proceed  with  the  schemes  for 
Somersham,  Warboys,  the  Hemingfords,  and  Fenstanton,  at 
an  estimated  capital  cost  of  £243,232,  as  the  first  instalment 
of  the  complete  scheme. 

MeanwRile  the  existing  difficulties  in  the  disposal  of  sew¬ 
age  continue  to  arise.  Each  case  was  dealt  with  as  well  as 
circumstances  permitted. 

Park  Hall  Estate,  Somersham,  is  particularly  unsatisfac¬ 
tory,  and  the  problem  grows  as  further  houses  are  erected. 

2  Rivers  and  Streams. — The  River  Great  Ouse  Catch¬ 
ment  Board  is  the  Authority  responsible  for  the  river  Ouse 
which  flows  through  the  district.  No  complaints  of  any  case 
of  industrial  or  sewage  pollution  due  to  circumstances  arising 
in  the  district  were  reported. 
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No  large  schemes  for  the  maintenance  and  cleansing  of 
parish  brooks  were  undertaken  during  the  year ;  some 
smaller  ditches  were  cleansed  to  abate  nuisances,  but  the 
Council  have  adhered  to  their  policy,  first  expressed  in  1946,  j 
to  repudiate  liability  for  parish  brooks  where  land  drainage 
is  involved. 

3  (1)  Closet  Accommodation. — Applications  for  the 
conversion  of  pail  closets  to  water  closets  continued  to  be 
received  and  wherever  it  was  considered  that  the  premises 
were  capable  of  being  drained,  the  conversions  were  .? 
approved.  Large  scale  conversions  will,  of  necessity,  have 
to  wait  until  the  proposed  sewerage  schemes  are  completed. 

Pail  closets  are  emptied  by  the  Council's  tankers,  which 
are  equipped  with  special  attachments  for  this  purpose. 

3  (2)  Public  Cleansing. 

{a)  Nightsoil  Collections. — As  reported  in  1947,  the 
Council  decided  to  enlarge  the  collections  carried  out  to 
cover  the  whole  of  the  district. 

Every  village  and  a  large  part  of  the  Fen  areas  is  now 
serviced  once  a  week  on  fixed  days. 

A  Yorkshire  Karrier  750-gallon  tanker  and  a  Karrier 
Bantam  fitted  with  a  removeable  300-gallon  tank  are  used  for 
this  purpose. 

(b)  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. — A  weekly  collection 
is  made  from  every  village  and  a  large  proportion  of  isolated 
houses  are  also  serviced. 

The  collections  have  steadily  increased  as  the  service  has 
become  more  fully  appreciated  by  the  occupiers  and, 
although  it  can  never  be  available  to  every  isolated  house, 
it  may  safely  be  claimed  that  it  is  as  comprehensive,  if  not 
more  so,  than  any  other  comparable  rural  district.  The 
refuse  is  kept  separate  from  salvage  and  is  disposed  of  at 
two  worked-out  gravel  pits,  one  of  which  is  situated  at 
Somersham  and  one  at  Needingworth. 

(c)  Salvage. — The  amount  collected  during  the  year 
increased  in  value  by  nearly  £50  over  1947,  and  was  almost 
solely  confined  to  waste  paper  and  textiles.  The  collections 
are  on  a  weekly  basis  and  are  carried  out  simultaneously 
with  the  refuse  collection,  by  means  of  a  trailer  built  for  this 
purpose. 

Approximately  22J  tons  of  materials  were  sold,  and 
realised  the  sum  of  £163-10-2.

The  deterioration  in  the  general  condition  of  the  cottage 
property  in  the  area  continues,  but  many  owners  endeav¬ 
oured  to  improve  their  property,  and  building  licences  were 
issued  by  the  Surveyor's  Department  after  the  proposed 
works  had  been  approved. 

The  repair  of  thatched  roofs  in  the  district  remains  a 
difficult  problem,  but  owners  were  put  in  touch  with 
thatchers  in  adjacent  districts  who  were  able  to  re-roof  a 
number  of  houses  during  the  year. 

Until  there  is  a  sufficient  number  of  houses  in  the  area 
to  accommodate  every  family  that  requires  separate  accom¬ 
modation,  it  will  be  impossible  to  improve  the  conditions 
existing  in  the  older  cottages  and  bring  them  up  to  standard.

The  total  number  of  inspections  carried  out  by  the 
Department  under  those  Acts  and  Regulations  which  are 
enforced  by  the  Council  was  1,559.  These  ranged  over  a 
wide  field  and  indicate  the  scope  of  the  Department’s  activi¬ 
ties.  In  only  comparatively  few  cases  was  it  necessary  to 
make  more  than  one  informal  request  to  those  occupiers 
whose  premises  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  to  remedy 
the  infringement. 

Altogether  137  minor  infringements  of  the  various  regula¬ 
tions  were  discovered  during  the  year,  but  none  of  these  was 
considered  to  be  sufficiently  serious  or  prolonged  to  warrant 
prosecution. 

3  (4)  Camping  Sites. — Three  licences  permitting  the 

use  of  land  for  camping  sites  were  renewed  by  the  Council ; 
two  of  these  are  close  to  the  River  Great  Ouse  and  are  mostly 
used  in  the  summer  months  by  holiday-makers. 

In  all  three  cases  adequate  sanitary  accommodation  and 
water  supplies  are  available.

Following  the  confirmation  of  a  case  of  Typhoid  in 
December  1947,  at  a  European  Voluntary  Workers'  Camp, 
action  was  taken  to  trace  the  origin  of  the  infection.  Blood 
tests  of  the  200  persons  in  the  camp  were  carried  out  by 
Dr.  McCoy  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Cam¬ 
bridge,  but  all  were  negative.  A  further  case  was  notified 
and  further  tests  were  made  by  the  Laboratory  Service,  and 
the  presence  of  two  intermittent  chronic  carriers  was  con¬ 
firmed.  Close  check  was  kept  on  the  camp  and  specimens 
of  faeces  from  all  persons  on  the  camp  were  submitted  for 
examination  for  a  further  three  weeks.  No  further  cases 
arising,  restrictions  were  relaxed ;  shortly  afterwards  the 
camp  was  closed  and  has  now  been  demolished. 

Infectious  Disease  Precautions 

It  is  felt  that  parents  do  not  take  sufficient  precautions 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  more  common  of  the  infectious 
diseases.  It  appears  to  be  considered  that  children  ‘ ‘inevit¬ 
ably”  contract  these  diseases  at  some  time  in  their  life,  and 
that  they  will  get  over  them  with  no  lasting  harm.  This 
argument  is  a  false  and  lazy  one.  No  disease  can  leave  the 
body  exactly  as  it  finds  it,  though  the  damage  done  may  be 
very  small. 

Parents  should  see  to  it  that  their  children  suffering 
from  infectious  disease  are  kept  apart  from  their  healthy 
playmates. 
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DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 


The  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  which  came  intd 
force  on  5th  July  1948,  transferred  the  responsibility  for 
Diphtheria  immunisation  from  the  District  Authorities  to  the 
Huntingdon  County  Council. 

From  records  available  57.6%  of  the  estimated  child 
population  (0-14  years)  of  the  district  have  received  a 
primary  course  of  immunisation,  but  only  49.5%  of  the 
babies  (0-4  years)  are  so  protected. 

This  is  not  good  enough. 

Diphtheria  is  essentially  a  school-spread  disease — infected 
pupils  passing  the  complaint  to  their  fellows  and  to  other 
members  of  their  families,  of  whom  the  babies  are  in  greatest 
danger. 

Few  deaths  occur  among  the  adequately  protected. 

MOTHERS  MUST  PROTECT  THEIR  BABIES  from 
this  deadly  disease.  If  three-quarters  of  all  babies  were 
immunised,  diphtheria  would  be  stamped  out  in  this  country. 

Facilities  for  immunisation  against  diphtheria  are  avail¬ 
able  at  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  through  the  School  Medical 
Service  and  from  your  own  doctor.

Housing  (General) 

The  post-war  schemes  for  the  erection  of  houses  in  the 
district  were  augmented  during  the  year.  As  a  matter  of 
interest  it  may  be  stated  that  no  houses  w7ere  completed 
in  1945,  18  were  completed  in  1946,  46  in  1947,  and 
50  in  1948,  making  a  total  of  114  houses.  In  addition  a 
further  44  houses  were  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  The  conversion  of  twro  hutted  camps  for  the  provi¬ 
sion  of  temporary  housing  accommodation  w7as  commenced 
and  20  of  these  dwellings  were  completed  by  31st  December. 

The  rents  of  the  traditional  houses  were  fixed  at  15/-  for 
the  3 -bedroom  type  and  16/6  for  the  4-bedroom,  exclusive 
of  rates.

Four  applications  for  the  registration  of  new  premises  for 
the  production  of  milk  for  sale  by  wholesale  were  received 
and  granted  by  the  Council. 

There  are  9  “Accredited”  and  11  “Tuberculin  Tested” 
producers  in  the  area.  The  majority  of  the  Designated 
Milk  is  sold  by  wholesale,  but  two  producers  retail  T.T. 
milk  in  the  area.  A  large  proportion  of  the  milk  now  being 
sold  in  the  district  is  either  “Pasteurised”  or  “Tuberculin 
Tested  (Pasteurised)”  and  most  of  this  milk  is  processed 
in  St.  Ives  Rural  District.  One  plant  designed  for  the  high 
temperature  short  time  process  of  pasteurisation  is  licensed 
by  the  Council  for  the  sale  of  milk  under  the  special  desig¬ 
nation  “Pasteurised”  and  “Tuberculin  Tested  (Pasteur¬ 
ised).”  Regular  sampling  of  milk  from  this  establishment 
indicates  that  a  high  quality  is  being  maintained. 

Routine  tests  under  the  Heat  Treated  Milk  (Prescribed 
Test)  Order,  are  carried  out  by  the  County  Council,  and 
the  two  Authorities  co-operate  to  ensure  that  overlapping  of 
functions  is  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

Co-operation  was  also  maintained  with  the  Huntingdon 
and  Soke  of  Peterborough  Agricultural  Executive  Committee 
and  visits  to  many  cowsheds  and  dairies  were  made  in 
conjunction  with  the  officers  of  the  latter  Authority.
